SPECTACULAR BLAZE. 


Large Sawmill and Much Dry Lumber 


Is Destroyed on. S*co River. 


Biddeford, Me., April 20.—For a spec- 


tacular blaze, the burning of the large 
steam sawmill of the Saco River Lumber 
company, of which Mr. J. B. Gregory is 
m*an*ger,'on River street, at an early 
hour this morning, eclipsed anything 
ever seen in the spindle city. - 


At lust 6.25 a. m. an alarm was rung 


in from box 35, at Smith's" corner, and 
10 minutes later the entire structure 
was a roaring furnace. So rapidly did 
the fire spread throughout the building, 
which was partially filled with dry lum- 
ber, that'the mill watchman, Charles 
Boutin, and his son, who were fighting 
the ftre on the first floor, had a narrow 
escape fttom being burned alive. 


When the fire was at its height sheets 


of flame shot into the air fully 100 feet, 
making a scene of gre^fr beauty. 


Chief Leonard, who saw that the Bid- 


deford department would, probably be 
unable to prevent the fire from spread- 
ing to adjoining property, ordered a 
tecond alarm rung in, which called the 
entire Saco department to. the scene. 


Both departments succeeded in pre- 


venting the planer and drying houses ad- 
joining from being destroyed, although 
the buildings caught fire several times.

built at once. The building was 120 by 
49 feet, and was three stories in height.

Ten or twelve thousand ducklings 


are often yarded on five acres of 
ground; however, the most successful 
farm we know of has an abundance of 
acreage on which to grow roots and 
green food for the stock, this being a 
very important factor for their suc- 
cessful production. An ample supply 
of green food for the old breeding 
stock seems necessary to keep them in 
good condition for early laying. Last 
season the market opened in the spring 
with 45 cents per pound for ducklings. 
This season it 'was lower, only 37. but 
prices have kept up longer than they 
did last year, so this season may per- 
haps prove quite as profitable on tn« 
wljole product of the year. The coit 
of rearing young ducks is put at five 
cents per pound by these large -grow- 
ers and the ducks are marketed at 
about -nine to eleven weeks, when they 
weigh about five pounds. The average 
price of the whole season's product 'is 
put at about 20 cents per pound in the 
market. The Pekis ducks In England 
have been classed after the Ayles- 
burys and Rnuens, but in America 
they have proven by far tbe most prof- 
itable of all when reared on a large 
scale, artificially, for the market.

The denizens of .towns find the pear 


one of the most satisfactory fruit trees 
for shade. 
It is deep rooting, and* 


many other things may be successfully 
grown right up to their trunks. In- 
sects trouble them little. They grow 
rather fast, but it is many years be- 
fore they get an objectionably large 
size. The apple makes a spreading 
head, and there is soon shade under Its 
branches, and besides, the beauty of its 
blossoms in spring makes the tree ap- 
preciated fully equal to a > mere orna- 
mental one. It is not a very serious 
robber,of the soil. TheL cherry, makes 
a desirable shade, but birds make too 
free with the fruit, arid there is the 
temptation to break branches. 
The 


sour, or pie cherries are, .however, not 
relished by birds. European walnut 
trees grow rather slowly. It is usual- 
ly ten years'before they produce nuts 
in any quantity, but after this they ace 
regarded as treasures with which their 
owners would not willingly part. For 
utility and grateful shade combined, 
few'trees can rival them.

Selecting a good Jersey 


cow arid getting her in proper shape 
for the .test, he. fed, her for 60 days with 
prepared foods that contained prac- 
tically no fat. 
Every thing that', sjje 


consumed was' weighed and analyzed, T 
also the tollk aM all the excrement, 
solid and liquid. The figures show that I 
this cow gave in her milk 40 Ibs ~m~ore 1 
fat than she consumed, while she. added | 
30 ibs to her weight and was in a. good 
thrifty, fleshy condition at the close. 
This indicates that the vital force in 
the cow 'has the ability to convert 
sugar and starch in the feed into fat. 
Should this fact be confirmed by re- 
peated teats, it may upset some of the 
accepted theories ibsat-balanced^ s4-J; 
tlons, Indeed, some of the intelligent 
western feeders contend that they get 
better results by.feeding their cheap 
corn, grain or meal, with corn fod- 
der—a ration that' is quite deficient in 
protein* or nitrogenous matter; though 
rich in fat—than they do when a well- 
balanced ration is given. 
Now If a 


cow can convert starchy elements into 
fat, as Jordan believes, why may she 
not increase the per cent of solids in 
her milk, according as her food is 
varied"? The fact is, we are beginning 
to find out that processes going on in 
the "innards" "Of a cow are "fearfully 
and wonderfully made" and but little 
understood.

Indeed, a cow can hardly be "milked"iu 
dirtier nranaer, for all the filtlt on the 
teat must necessarily be scraped from 
it. by. the rapid, downward, pressure. 
Neither is such a way of drawing the 
milk nearest that of the calf. When 
the thumb and all the fingers are 
closed tightly about the teat, the grasp 
is nearer that of the calf, than any 
other. 
Now, if the hand is drawn 


slightly downward, the. milk is pressed 
from the teat in a steady, stream. 


Such a method of milking is the 


cleanest possibe one. 
The least dirt 


falls, and the motion and .grasp of the 
hand is similar to the action of the 
calf's mouth, while sucking. 
This 


method of milking is slow and tedious, 
if the'teat is short, but the cow can be 
milked dry, and the milk thus obtained 
is clean.
